Prevention Of Cancer 


Free.Use of Soap and Water Advised 
By Medical Man 

The medical profession should inter- 
est itself in cancer prevention before 
conducting a research Into what can- 
cer really is, in the opinion of Dr. 
James Ewing, professor of pathology 
at Cornell Medical School, who ad- 
dressed the Ontario Academy of Medi- 
cine at Toronto, <A few of the strik- 
ing statements made by Dr. Ewing 
were; That a more violent use of soap 
and water would prevent much of the 
cancer of the skin. 

Cancer of the stomach was seldom 
developed from ulcers of the stomach. 
Cancer of ihe mouth, tongue and lps 
was usually caused by the use of to- 
bacco or by bad teeth. Cancer was 
usually caused by constant irritation, 
over a considerable period of time. He 
expected to see a large increase in the 
number of cancer cases among auto- 
mobile mechavies, due to thefr hands 
jane arms bei coated with oil.

markably small proportion of ititer- 
ates,” stated the Right Hon. H. A. 
L. Fisher, former Minister of Edu- 
cation in the British government, 
when disembarking at Montreal. 


“One of the many gifts offered 
by enthusiastic individuals to the 
Prince of Wales on his visiti the 
majority of which he could not for 
odvious reasons accept, was a pack- 
age of French-Canadian tobacco 
Town on a farm at St. Roch 1'Achi- 
gan, situated near the boundaries of 
Montcalm and Assomption counties. 
In a letter from the Alberta ranch 
the Prince through his secretary 
thanked the donor for the gift. 

A cablegram from London, Eng- 
land, quotes an article in the “Finan- 
cial News” dealing with the British 
Empire Exhibition. It stresses the 
exceptionally fine exhibit staged by 
Cahada and the unquestionable 
benefit to trade relations it has 
effected. The article pays a high 
tribute to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way exhibit, describing the railway's 
gorgeously illuminated map of Can- 
eda, with its 5,000 incandescent 
lights as probably the most brilliant 
specimen of cartography ever seen 
at the exhibition or elsewhere. 


It has been announced that H. J. 
Logan, M.P. for Cumberland, will 
accompany the Minister pf Trade 
and Commerce to the West Indies 
to negotiate a new reciprocal treaty 
with those islands. The general 
purpose of the visit is to admit 
West Indian commodities free in re- 
turn for Canadian manufacturers , 
receiving similar treatment, the pro- 
ducts of the two countries being 
entirely dissimilar. It is also hoped

Leo 
Solloway, recently appointed asiatie 
freight agent, with offices at Mont- 
real, and supervision over Oriental 
and Australasian traffic via Pacific 
ports, has the distinction of being 
the youngest official in the Cana- 
dian Pacific Service. He was Sorn 
in Vancouver, in 1895, and has been 
in the steamship freight service 14 
yours.
